Night Club Trade Off 
Apartments and hotels held for 
high seasonal rents are. in many 
cases, vacant or being rented on a 
day-to-day basis. Many of the ocean 
front hotels, with rooms starling at 
$24 a day, are for the moat part 
doing considerably less business 
than last year. 
With possibly two exceptions, the 
night club trade is decidedly off. 
Although most still are booking 
“big name” acts at bigger prices, 
the tables are not filled as they 
have been the past several winters. 
And the "big spender”—the $2h()-a- 
night fun-lover—is now a pleasant 
night club owner's memory.

Expansion As One Guard 


Against Recession 


B r Th* Asftoriated P r o a . 
ALBANY. N. Y., Jan. 22 — G o t . 
Thomas E. Dewey advises A m eri­ 
can fanners that their "hest pro­ 
tection” against a possible reces­ 
sion is to pay their debts now and 
not expand any further. 
The governor, a candidate for the 
Republican presidential nomination. 
gave the counsel last night at the 
116th 
annual 
dinner meeting 
of 
the New York State Agricultural 
Society. 
He said if economic conditions 
should 
dictate large 
government 
subsidies, "it seems to be much 
more logical to subsidize a con 
tinued 
high consumption 
of full 
agricultural 
production” 
rath er 
than pay for crop curtailment. 
"People need 
to eat.” 
he ob 
served, "even if they are in a de­ 
pression. 
"Every attem pt to impose artifi 
elal 
restrictions 
or 
controls 
in 
agriculture 
inevitably 
is 
fore­ 
doomed to failure.” Gov* Dewey 
maintained. 
"The New Deal policy to meet a 
collapse.” he asserted, "is to col­ 
lapse the farmers. I always have 
opposed that policy and would con­ 
sider production controls only as a 
last resort.” 
Government support of prices of 
farm 
products, 
in 
Gov. 
Dewey's 
opinion, "should not be high enough 
to make production controls neces 
sary”. 
"Such proposals as minimum in­ 
come payments for all farm ers.” 
he 
continued, 
"might 
turn 
our 
farm ers into a departm ent class.” 
Tho governor, who owns a large 
dairy 
farm 
in 
Dutchess 
county, 
said 
he 
has 
been 
asked 
many 
times lately how farm ers should 
protect themselves against a re 
cession. 
"Of course.” he said, "the best 
protection of any farm er is to pay 
off debts now. Also, farriers should 
not expand any further. If a real 
collapse should occur, the govern­ 
m ent will be using desperate rem ­ 
edies for both city and rural popu­ 
lation.” 
Gov. Dewey advocated letting the 
farm ers themselves plan and carry 
out agricultural programs, with the 
government confined to the role of 
helper.

ERLIN, Jan. 22 — I wanted to 
find out what happens to Rn'

So one midnight this week I 
drove 15 miles through the unlight-1 
ad 
bombed-out streets of Berlin I 
with an American photographer to 1 
the Berlin night po)“ e precinct' 
station, one of the biggest and busi­ 
est in Berlin. 
We didn't know st first that in 
side the Russian sect or we were J 
followed 
by 
the German 
chief 
criminal inveatigatlon officer, the 
top man immediately below the! 
Russian safety officers in authori­ 
ty. We found out about that later. 
The single light in front of the 
station was our beacon and the 
only glimmer in the darkness of 
the stree t We climbed two flights 
of unlighted steps and pulled aside 
th* ragged green curtain which 
served for a door. 
Headquarters was tiny and cold 
We were greeted with surprise and 
a request for credentials. Then the 
German police immediately became 
warm and friendly. 


O N E W A S a former prisoner in 
America. At once he began asking 
how he could Join the American 
Army or Navy and go to Greece. 
He believed the % Americans are 
recruiting Germans to strengthen 
our "capitalistic arm ies’’ support­ 
ing the Truman doctrine and the 
Marshall plan. 
This picture Is a popular Rn*- 
•lan-sponeored 
belief among 
the 
Germans In Berlin. 
Th* night desk captain told us 
U s men usually bring in about 
IOO parsons for various reasons 
daring his shift. He asked if we 
would like to go along with a raid- 


photographer turned 
his camera 
on them. We were there IO min­ 
utes. When we left we had eight 
new passengers. 
Two were girls between 15 and 
22, including 
the redhead. 
Two 
were older women without proper 
papers. Two were young men, black 
marketeers in cigarettes and crum­ 
pled candy bars. 
They were booked and questioned 
at the station and that was where 
we met the German criminal In­ 
vestigation chief, a tall, dark-eyed, 
well fed and warmly-dressed man In 
a black hat followed by a black 
police dog. 
He bustled Into the room, ignor­ 
ing us, and ordering the police 
info an adjoining room. We could 
headphone calls being made. After 
a few minutes they all returned. 
An officer asked lf we had clear­ 
ed our visit with Russian press 
liaison. We had not. This is*lt, we 
told ourselves, this is what happens 
to Americans in 
Soviet zone 
of Berlin at midnight. 
But then the big chief suddenly 
seemed to see us for the first time. 
He rushed over, smiling, and in 
troduced us to his dog, then he 
reared hack to strict attention and 
stated In a loud lecture platform 
voice: 
"Of course, any member of the 


Allied press is welcome to come 
| into any part of the Russian sec- 
| tor at any time." 
We presumed he meant welcome 
to lf*ave, too. We took a loud, deep 
breath, practically a collective one. 
' We thanked him. 
Then we took our notes, our 
cameras and our departure—bur* 
I riedly. 
If tension was the new order of 
the day, they had a b f^ tifu l chance 
’to arrest us. We tew the experi­ 
ment did not require giving them 
too much of an opportunity.
